However, the prior 
fails to disclose a bar code reading system comprising a data transmission subsystem 
having a plurality of communication interfaces; the steps to automatically cycles through 
the interfaces, selectively activate a given interface while disabling other interfaces, 
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tests the communication link with a host computer system; and having the functions and 
characteristics as recited in claims 21 , and 56.
